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You have been selected to become a Young Voyageur, 
taking part in a program that will show you what it’s 
like to live in another part of Canada. Your awareness, 
your involvement, your desire to understand and share 
experiences can really contribute to the value of the 
exchange. 


THE YOUNG VOYAGEURS PROGRAM 


The Young Voyageurs Program is a joint venture of the 
federal government (through the Department of the 
Secretary of State), the ten provincial governments and 
the administrations of the Yukon and the Northwest 
Territories. It is based on the recognized educational 
value of travel and of exchanges between people. 


Aims 

— to provide young Canadians an opportunity to 
meet, to know and to develop a closer understand- 
ing of Canadians living and working in other re- 
gions of Canada; 

— to introduce them to the geography of Canada and 
the industrial, political, educational, cultural and 
artistic achievements of another province. 


Structure 

The success of this program depends on the co-opera- 
tion of the federal and provincial co-ordinators, the 
local authorities responsible for the welcome, the fami- 
lies who provide hospitality to the Young Voyageurs, 
the group leaders and the Young Voyageurs themselves. 


Responsibilities are divided ASOT to a formal 
federal-provincial agreement. 


The federal government 

(through the Travel and Exchange Division, the De- 

partment of the Secretary of State): 

— manages and co-ordinates the program at the na- 
tional level 

— plans the nation-wide moves 

— prepares itineraries for all groups 

— organizes visits in the National Capital area for 
groups passing through Ottawa 

— assumes all transportation costs from each group’s 
point of departure to destination and return 

— pays the province or territory a per group allowance 
to help pay incidental travel expenses and a hosting 
grant toward the cost of receiving students and 
group leaders 

— provides each Young Voyageur with information, a 
travel bag, luggage stickers, and a name tag. 


The province or territory: 
selects the students and group leaders 

— divides Young Voyageurs into groups of 21 (10 
boys, 11 girls) each group to be accompanied by 
two group leaders 

— briefs all participants before they leave their home 
province 

— provides insurance for participants for the duration 
of the trip 

— assembles groups at points of departure 

— agrees to host the same number of groups as it 
sends out 

— arranges home billeting of participants in the town 
or city visited 

— co-ordinates a seven-day program for the visitors 

— provides financial and human resources to supple- 
ment the federal contribution. 


Tae PROJECT 


Your trip is planned as an adventure in learning, not 
simply a vacation or an extension of school. You will 
see Canada as a vast human laboratory open for experi- 
ment. Relive Canada’s history. Study its geography. 
Discover its cultural values. Examine its economic phe- 
nomena. Find out what makes it tick. | 


Be well prepared, and you'll learn a lot more about 
another part of Canada and about your contemporaries 
an and yourself. 


COMMUNICATION 


This is how human relations develop. Your expression 
affects the people who come into contact with you. A 
warm smile can turn on a friendly atmosphere. Willing- 
ness to help, a sense of humour or one friendly gesture 
will help to break the ice. 


Forget about your modesty when it comes to 
speaking French. If your trip takes you into a French- 
speaking community, the people there will appreciate 
your efforts to speak their language and will try out 
their English in turn. Keep a French-English, English- 
French dictionary handy. 


Get the most out of the program. Participate in all 
activities organized for your group. This will give you a 
chance to get to know one another. (If you cannot take 
part in a planned activity, explain it to your group 
leader.) 


Don’t be shy. Remember, the selection committee 
has chosen you for a good reason. Make the most of it 
by doing the best you can. Feel free to express your 
ideas and use your talents to the full. 


ADJUSTING TO YOUR NEW SETTING 


If you are leaving home for the first time you may feel 
worried about meeting the other family you will live 
with during the stay. Why not write your hosts before 
leaving, and tell them about yourself and your commu- 
nity? Give them time to reply, so you will know one 
another a little by the time you meet. 


Try to adjust to the life-style of the family with tact 
and diplomacy. Taste new foods. Help with family 
chores and other activities. Above all, take part in the 
conversation. Talk about yourself, your family, your 
school and your province. Find out about your hosts, 
their preferences and opinions. It goes without saying 
that they are already interested in you, since they have 
offered you their hospitality. The greatest value of the 
exchange lies in the discoveries you will make about one 
another. The possibilities are tremendous. 


Keep the group leaders informed of your where- 
abouts so they will be able to contact you if necessary. 
Give them your address and telephone number. Let 
them know about your activities with the family or 
other members of your travel group. 


Let your host family know if you wish to attend a 
religious service. 


Many lasting friendships will be formed. On de- 
parture, many of you will want to invite someone from 
the host family to visit your home province if possible. 


PREPARATION FOR THE TRIP 


1. Make sure you know the time and place you are to 
meet your group to begin the trip. 


2. Bring only one suitcase or knapsack in addition to 
the Young Voyageurs travel bag. Use a Young 
Voyageurs tag to identify each one. 


3. If you have one, bring along your guitar, banjo, 
harmonica or other easy-to-carry instrument. Mu- 
sic and singing can enliven the journey. 


4. Don’t take objects of value. 


5. All your major expenses will be paid. Twenty 
dollars should cover personal needs such as bus or 
film tickets, snacks, stamps etc. If pocket money is 
a problem to you, apply anyway, and mention it if 
you are selected. 


6. Take along a notebook. A report of your daily 
activities may be of interest to your local or school 
newspaper or your local television station. It will 
also be a souvenir to read some future day. If you 
can bring a camera, better still. 


7. Take along a pocket French-English, English- 
French dictionary, depending on where you are 


going. 


8. Be sure you know all the departure and arrival 
times of your travel time-table from one province 
to another. Check with your group leaders. 


9. Offer to help at the orientation meeting before 
your departure. This is the time to let your group 
leaders know of the special interest and talents 
you could contribute to: organizing a program; 
leading a sing-song; or even acting as a reporter 
when a newsman wants to interview one of you 
about your trip. 


10. Keep and wear at all times the identification card 
which is provided for you. 


WHAT TO PACK 


Limit yourself strictly to necessities. Here is a suggested 
list of what to pack and wear:

2 skirts 

3 no-iron blouses 

1 pair of shorts 

1 pair of slacks or jeans 

lingerie 

pyjamas, duster 

bathing suit 

maps 

warm sweater, slacks 

If you have a travel sewing kit, take it. 


If you are going to a cool region, take along some 
warmer clothing, perhaps woollen. 


If your exchange is during the winter you might 
need your skis, skates, etc. 


TAKE A MENTAL FACT-PACK, TOO 


Your hosts will want to know a lot about your province. 
Be prepared to answer such questions as: 


— Is there anything of interest that is exclusive to your 
region? 

— What are the principal cities? 

— What is the population? (city) 

— What are the ethnic origins? 

— What are the main occupations of the people? 

— What events have marked its history? 

— What political party is represented there? 


— Who are the representatives in power’ 
— What are the natural resources, trade and exports? 


Establish a good relationship with your hosts. Try 
to learn something about their area before going there. 
Try to find answers to similar questions about their 
province. 


ORIENTATION MEETING 


An orientation meeting will be held before your depar- 
ture. You will become better acquainted with the others 
in the group, and receive information about travel plans 
and what you may be doing.

1. Be punctual. 

2. Wear comfortable clothing. 

3. Don’t leave the train at stations along the way. The 
cars may be switched and you could get lost. 

4. When leaving the airplane, train or bus, make sure 
that you have all your baggage and belongings with 
you. 

5. Always keep your identification card visible. 


VISIT TO THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Most groups have a two day stop-over in Canada’s 
capital. The Federal Government organizes a welcome 
in Ottawa. Students will take you on tours of the Capi- 
tal, and you will also have the opportunity to look 
around. There will be stop-overs in some other major 
cities.
